Features of the Education Committee 
report concerning gifted and 
talented/enrichment were: Hire a full- 
time teacher/coordinator to set up and 
operate the program in SAD 44 for the 
elementary schools, Offer general 
enrichment to all students. Develop and 
identify a process for the top 20 percent 
of the student population to participate 
in a gifted and talented program. This 
should by done after a teacher/coor- 
dinator is hired. Develop a carnmunity 
resource bank in conjunction with the 
volunteer groups that now exist. Have 
in-service training for staff members. 
Have released time for teachers to work 
with the teacher/coordinator in plann- 
ing and implementing the program,

Boundary dispute 
results in lawsuit by 
Woodstock residents 


Efforts by the Town of Woodstock to 
have the courts decide the boundaries 
of Lake Road have resulted In the filing 
of a countersuit by the two landowners 
abutting the road, 

The selectmen were informed late last 
week that John W,. and Sylvia 
Hauzenblas and Harold and Violet 
Clukey had filed suit against the town, 
seeking real and punitive damages of 
$113,500. 

The amount sought is broken down 
as follows: $10,000 for illegal depriva- 
tion and trespass, $25,000 for actual 
damages to real and personal proper- 
ty, and $75,000 in punitive damages, 
plus interest and attorney fees. 

The suit also demands, “That the 
plaintiff be enjoined from inflicting 
future negligent and/or intentional 
damages to the real and/or personal 
property of the defendants.”

Unacceptable materials at the 
transfer station include flammable |i- 
quids, non-combustible materials, and 
bulky objects, he noted. Most flam- 
mable liquids require special handling 
and disposal as hazardous waste.

Police Officer Norman Clanton said

Police Officer Clanton gave chase 
and estimated the motorcycle was go- 
ing 75.mph when the boy lost control. 
He was taken: to Stephens Memorial 
Hospital where he was treated and 
released for minor injuries.

On Thursday evening of this week 
Bethel voters will once again have the 
opportunity to be participants in one of 
the longest running “soap operas” of 
local politics—construction of an am- 
bulance garage, the plans for and the 
funding thereof. 

An atmosphere of acrimony of who 
is to blame for the evident discrepancy 
between cost estimates and bid prices, 
between a spartan design and what 
some think would be a grandiose struc- 
ture with all the redeeming factors of 
a perpetual white elephant, if ever con- 
ducive to an eventual solution has Jong 
since out-lived its usefulness. 

The opinion has been advanced that 
the school district would never “put the 
ambulance out in the cold.” That might 
well be true over the short haul but hop- 
ing for that type of solution would to 
our mind only be putting off the in- 
evitable, The inevitable being, that if we 
want and need an ambulance service, 
and we do, adequate housing must be 
available for it. 

The time for continued bickering is 
past. In the 10 years that the am- 
bulances in Bethel have been publicly 
owned a series of stop-gap facilities for 
housing the units have been utilized. 
The time is at hand for the town to 
house its own medical emergency 
vehicles without a dependency on other 
municipal departments, or outside 
political entities. 

As unusual as the practice is current- 
ly, we think the voters will just have to 
trust local officials to utilize $86,776, 
the total to be available for the am- 
bulance garage project if additional fun- 
ding is approved Thursday night, not to 
build the proverbial “white elephant” 
surrounded by a sea of mud at the Cross 
Street location. 

While it may be against our “gut feel- 
ing,” to favor added funding for the pro- 
ject, we feel that the town is in a crisis 
situation in this area. If the town is not 
in-crisis it is at least "between a rock and 
a hard place,” a situation that seems to 
be a way of ‘ife in the financial annals 
of most smal! towns.

Honey producers will receive avarage 
loan and purchase rates of 65,3 cents 
per pound on their 1985 production, a 
halé-cent below the 1984 level. 

The price support rates represent 60 
percent of the April 1985 adjusted pati- 
ty price of 1.087 cents. per pound, the 
miniumum required under legislation, 
Extracted honey loan and purchase 
rates will range from 68,5 cents to 53.5 
cents per pound, depending on color 
and class. 

The rates, which apply to extracted 
honey in 60-pound or larger containers, 
are: white or lighter, 68.5 cents; extra 
light amber, 64.5 cents; light amber, 
59,5 cents; other table and non-table 
honey, 53.5 cents.

Approximately one-half of Gould 
Academy’s seniors have elected to 
finish their spring semester classes ear- 
ly, take‘early exams, and participate in 
the school’s Senior May Project 
program. 

This program began over 10 years 
ago. It allows each student to pursue a 
topic of interest for a period of three. 
weeks, This gives the student the oppor- 
tunity to devote all of his.or her energies 
to a topic not covered in the regular 
curriculum. ‘ 

Ten students will spend their three 
weeks off campus prior to graduation, 
working in a variety of settings, in- 
cluding a Buddhist monastery in Mon- 
treal, as a Maine State Senate aide, 
scuba diving, producing video and 
audio-visuals for education, inteming in 
a U.S, senator's office, working in a 
business and in a, photography studio. 

Each student has an on-campus facul- 
ty advisor as well as an off-campus pro- 
ject advisor, At the end of the three- 
week period, these students will return 
and present to the entire school a pro- 
gram or display explaining their project. 

Twenty students will remain on cam- 
pus, engaged in projects that include 
natural history study; veterinary science 
with a local vet; pottery in the school’s 
pottery studio; stained glass. constuc- 
tion; logging with a local woodsman; 
photography; field biology, elementary 
education in the local school system; 
working on the 1985 yearbook; 
silversmithing in the jewelry studio, 
cross-country trail and ski jump renova- 
tions; and an internship in the admis- 
sions office.

The Senior May Project program is 
coordinated by Mac Davis, teacher of 
English, and is overseen by a commit- 
tee of faculty and students.

of the defendants’ property, the suit 
contends. It further claims that the town 
seeks to deprive the defendants of “the 
peaceful use and enjoyment of a por- 
tion of their valuable waterfront 
property.” 

In contention is the width of the road, 
with the town claiming it to be a two- 
rod road (33 feet) and the defendants 
claiming it to be a one-rod road (16% 
feet), The town claims that the road was 
widened to two rods beginning in 
1867. But the defendants respond that, 
according to the laws of the time, the 
widening had to be accomplished 
within six years and it was not, therefore 
the road legally remained a one-rod 
road. 

The road has been surveyed three 
times in recent years—twice by Dana 
Douglass, of Bethel, and once by Earl 
Hotchkiss, of Bridgton, and all the 
surveys tended to support the town’s 
position, according to the selectmen, 

Asked to comment on the land 
owners’ countersuit, the selectmen 
would say only that the entire matter is 
now in the lawyers’ hands, 

They noted, however, that the road, 
as it presently exists, with the lan- 
downers’ fences lining it, is a problem 
to plow in the winter. Additionally, 
firefighting capability is restricted 
because access to the water is being im- 
peded, The public wharf is also a source 
of recreation for the townspeople, and 
the selectmen are concerned about its 
status, 

The selectmen are anxious to. get 
reaction from Woodstock citizens regar- 
ding the situation.
